Dr. Macure Says This is the Cause 
of the Trouble. 


WasnHinaton, September 24.—[Special.]— 
Farmers’ Co-operative Cotton Oil andjPaper 
Stock Company.” 

The above is the headline of a circular 
which has created a sensation among the 
Farmers’ Alliance people here. 

It is, however, not the headline but 
what follows that created the sensation. 

Below the headline is this announcement: 

“John B. Gordon, president; L. L. Polk, 
vice president,”’ and chairman of the board 
of directors. Then follows the directors, 
among whom are C. W. Macune, the man 
Governor Gordon has been so _ severely 
denouncing on the stump. 

Colonel L. L. Polk, the president of the 
Farmers’ Alliance, expresses himself in 
terms of indignation that his name 
should be thus used. He received a 
copy of the prospectus a few days ago. 

When seen Colonel Polk said: “I was 
very much surprised to receive this pros- 
pectus with my name on it as vice presi- 
dent, as I certainly never authorized it. 
As soon as I read it I telegraphed Gov- 
ernor Gordon to know by whose authority 
my name had been used. The company 
was supposed to be a $7,000,000 one, and I 
was surprised that my name should be 
handled so freely in an affair of such 
magnitude. I could not understand what 


Governor Gordon, or the man who put my 


name on it, meant. Governor Gordon  re- 
plied that he put my name on it by au- 
thority inferred; that my name would be 
taken off at once and that none of the 
circulars had been used. However some of 
them must have been sent out for one was 
sent to me. Indeed, I do not know to 
what extent they have been distributed.” 

The alliance president turned around in 
his chair, looked over some papers and 
then said: 

“This thing places {me 
attitude. I could not 
of giving a monied enterprise 
the benefit of my official name. I have had 
hundreds of propositions made me since I 
have been president of the alliance but have, 
of course, refused them all and would not 
think of going into any enterprise by which 
the use of my ofiicial name would make 
money for myself. Again, this circular 
places Governor Gordon in an inconsistent 
predicament. It seems from this that al- 
though he has denounced Dr. Macune as 
everything that is bad, he is willing to take 
him into a confidential business enterprise 
with him in the matter of ‘investing the sum 
of $7,500,000, and Dr. Macune’s name was 
used without his knowledge also. It looks 
strange to me all through.” . 

Dr. Macune could not be seen by your 
correspondent, who is informed that the 
doctor left for Georgia yesterday, on a mis- 
sion concerning the enterprise. with which 
his name has been used. E. W. B.

During the afternoon the reporter “called, 
and on asking him what he had to say concern- 
ing the report from Washington, he replied: 

“I will beg you to publish this card, which 
states ny position fully. I have been maligned 
and abused in an outrageous manner for politi- 
Cal.purposes. I have been forced to take- a 
position in this card the necessity for which I 
fegret very much, but when a man is attacked 
day after day, when his character is maligned, 
andhe is held up tothe public for contempt 

‘8nd ridicule, it is time for him to protect him- 
self. Happily I can do so, and with- 
out any _ trouble. I ean show 
that while my traducer has been  seek- 
ing to blacken my character before the public 
he was at the same time doing his utmost to 
engage my confidential services to assist 
‘him in «a mammoth enterprise: in- 
volving the magnificent amount of $7,500,000. 
Not only this, but from him came an offer to 
me direct that for my services, if acceptable to 
him, I should be rewarded by from $8,000-to 
$10,000 of stock in the company, of which he 
is president. 

“But I am talking to much, My card speaks 
for itself, and here it is. I want the public to 
Tead it, and then form its own conclusion.”

Epitor Constitution: Governor Gordon 

recently, in several of hisspeeches, as pub- 


bose of exposing me to the ridicule and con- 


ry + of the people. Every private citizen 


in this country, however humble, has some 
rights that should be respected, and not tho 
least of these is his good name. I have never 
in my life held any political position, never 
been a candidate for any office or a candidate 
for the nomination to any office, and never in- 
tend to be, and therefore I realize that the 
public is not interested in me personally, and 
I would not intrudoupon you with this com- 
munication but for the fact that your good 
governor has so ridiculed me before the alli- 
ance people of your state as to be—if not 
refuted—a disgrace to that order, on account 
of the responsible position I occupy in its 
ranks. 

His denunciation—probably in the heat of 
passion—has been bitter and extreme, and it 
continues to re-echo and reverberate from one 
end of Georgia to the other. I shall not, in 
reply, protest my own innocence, neither shall 
[ disclaim being ‘‘piebald’’ or ‘zebra headed,”’ 
as he alledged. I surely cannot, by a just 
public, be held responsible for my physical 
defects, if Ihaye any, or any ungainly ap- 
pearance, 

My polities were correctly stated in a recent 
issue of The Southern Alliance Farmer. I 
went to Texas when a boy, have lived there to 
the present, and never failed to vote the dem- 
ocratic ticket but once, and that was in 1872, 
when I, like many other good and sound dem- 
ocrats, including that great Georgia statesman, 
Alexander Stephens, refused to support Horace 
Greeley. 

Fortunately I have the very best evidence 
that could possibly be adduced to meet the 
heated ridicule and denunciation of Governor 
Gordon, and that is the cool, calm and deliber- 
ate letters of Governor Gordon himself, written 
before he became agitated by the vexations 
that attend political strife, and after my posi- 
tion, record and Conger lard bill history had 
been published all over Georgia. 

On the 2ist of July last I was’ stopping 
at the Kimball house. The clerk told me 
Governor Gordon had called twice to see me, 
and handed me a letter as follows: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ATLANTA, Ga.—Hon. C.. W. Maéune. My Dear 
Sir: I wonld be glad of a few moments’ conversa- 
tion with you before you leave the city. Very 
truly, , J. B. GORDON. 

Iimmediately went to the capitol, met the 
governor in his office, and for over an hour 
listened to his description of a corporation ho 
was forming for the purpose of operating the 
Evans process of extracting cotton seed oil by 
methods $3 per ton cheaper than the old 
methods. I was deeply interested in any 
method for increasing the gains to the cotton 
planter, and told Governor Gordon that 
I was on my way to Little Rock, Ark., to 
meet the state alliance of that state, and if he 
would formuiate the whole matter in writing 
I would present it to themon its merits. This 
he agreed todo. Onthe 24th of July I re- 
ceived in Little Rock a letter from Governor 
Gordon containing the typewritten prospectus 
of the proposed corporation, its organization, 

@s objects, methods and benefits. 
This document I file, as I do 
the original letters, with you, 
for the irispection of any who desire to do 50, 
and will simply quote the leading features of 
the prospectus as an appendex to my cafd. 

The following letter accompanied the pros- 
pectus in the same envelope: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 21, 1890.—Dr. C. W. McCune, 
Little Rock, Ark. Dear Doctor: The enclosed is 
hastily written but will explain sufficiently, I 
trust, the plans of ourmovement. Piease read it 
over carefully and hold counsel over it with tho 
brotherhood. You will observe that the names of 
the directors for several states are left blank. 
Advise me how best to fill them. Each director 
will be given (italics his) $5,000 possibly $19,000 of 
stock ; but let this be confidential forthe present. 

Yours truly, J: B. GORDON. 

Now I submit that Governor Gordon when 
cool and collected approached me, when I 
knew him to be governor of the great state of 
Georgia, bunted meupand addressed me on 
the “‘executiye department”’ paper, knowing 
my political history and position on the 
Conger ljard bill, and tendered me_ the 
responsible and honorable position of being 
associated with him on a board of directors of 
a $7,500,000 corporation, where I should par- 
ticipate in the managementand control of that 
amount of the people’s money and, more than 
that, asks me to suggest others to be appointed 
as directors, each of whom is to be ‘‘given 
$5,000 in stock and possible $10,000.” 

Immediately after the adjournment of the 
state alliance, of Arkansas, I came to Atlanta, 
called upon the governor and requested him to 
take my name off the list of directors, and 
notified him that I eould not servein that 
capacity. I had suggested one ortwo other 
names, that I believe were appointed. 

Now, I submit that there isno violation of 
the confidence that should attach to:a ‘personal 
correspondence by thé publication of these 
letters for three reasons. 

1. The enterprise, if fair and legitimate, is 
not injured thereby. 

2. Our relations have been changed by the 
governor himself, and 

3. They were necessary as the best 
evidence to correct the bad impressions made 
by the governor’s speeches. 

Again, I submit that I had aright to decline 
the appointment as a director without giving 
any reasons, and that my.so doing was no re- 
flection upon the enterprise, and should not 
have aroused the displeasure of the governor. 

In conclusion, I simnply desire to leave a fair 
and impartial public to take their choice be- 
tween the heated attacks of Governor Gordon 
and his expressions of esteem and confidence 
in me 4s sbown by his acts and letters.

Bills on the Calendar Taken Up and Passed. 
Other Business. 
WASHINGTON, September 24.—Mr. Frye 
offered a concurrent resolution (which was 
agreed to) directing the secretaries of state, 


treasury, war and navy to examins, féport aia 


recommend the actions of the internatic:al 
marine conference of February, 1890, and to 
prepare and submit to congress bills for enact- 
ment into law of such recommendations, so far 
as they apply to their respective departments 
and meet their approval. é 

An hour was devoted to billson the calendar 
unobjected to, among others, the senate bill in 
recognition of the merits and services of Chief 
Engineer George Waliace Melville, United 
States navy, and of other officers and men of 
the Jeannette Arctic expedition. It provides 
for the advance of Melville one grade and for 
medals, one of which is to be presented toeach 
of the survivors and to the heirs of the men 
who are dead, 

The house. bill providing for the adjustment 
of accounts of laborers, workmen and mechan- 
ics arising under the e'ght-hour law, having 
been reachéd on the calendar, Mr. Harris ob- 
jected toits consideration under the five-min- 
ute rule, and it went over without action. 

The next bill on the calendar was the house 
bill to prevent the product of convict labor 
being furnished to, or for the use of any de- 
partment ofthe government, to preyent the 
product of convict labor from being. used upon 

ublic buildings or other public works, but the 
boar assigned forthe calendar having expired 
while Mr. Crockre!l was inquiring whether a 
report accompanied the bill, the bill went over 
without action. 

The conference report of the house joint- 

resolution to increase the number 
of the board of manageys of 
the National Home for disabled volunteer 
soldiers and to fill vacancies in such board 
was presented, It provides for a board of 
eleven members and names the following 
managers: Edmund N. Morrill, Kansas, (for 
unexpired term of John A. Martin, deceased) ; 
Alfred L. Pearson, Pennsylvania, (for unex- 
yired term of John F. Harleantiff, deceased) ; 
Villiam. Branklin, Connecticut;* John C. 
Black, Illinois; Thomas W. Hyde, of Maine,{in 
place of Augustus B, Farnham, named. in 
the Bill); and George W. Stecle, of Indiana. 

Mr. Hale introdneed a joint resolution ; 
—which went over without action—authoriz- 
ing the secretary of the house to purchase, at 
his discretion, nickel ore, or nicke] matter, to 
be used in the manufacture of nickél steel 
armor-plating of armor-piercing projectiles, 
and for other naval objects ,and appropriating 
$1,000,000 for the purpose. 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
house bill, withthe senate substitute, to de- 
fine and regulate the jurisdiction of courts, of 
the United States, the pending question being 
on Mr. Gorman’s amendment to substitute 
Baltimore for Richmond as the place to hold 
court in the fourth circuit. 

The amendment was réjected—Yeas, 22; 
nays, 28; and the substitute was passed— Yeas, 
45; navs, 66. Messrs. Barbour, Bate, Black- 
burn, Blodgett, Harris and Vest. * 

A-conference was asked, and Messrs. Evarts, 
Hoar and Pugh were appointed conferees on 
the part of the senate. 

The senate resumed consideration of the bill 
(which was partially discussed some weeks 
ago) to establish a United States land court. 
and to provide for the settlement of private 
land claims in certain states and territories. 

Peffding discussion of the bill, Mr. Hale's 
joint resolution appropriating $1,000,000 for 
the purchase of nickel for the navy depart- 
ment, was taken from the table and referred 
to the committee on naval affairs. 

The senate bill to pay to the personal repre- 
sentatives of Captain John Bricsson $13,930, 
found to be due him. by adecree of the court of 
claims in 1857, was passed. 

Discussion was resumed and was kept up 
for nearly two hours, and finally the bill went 
over without action. 

The vote of today, agreeing tothe conference 
report on the joint resolution as to managers 
of the home for disabled soldiers, was recon- 
sideredgand the report was recommitted on 
Mr. Hawley’s statement that a clerical error 
had been made in it, although spetial care had 
been taken about it. 

After a short executive session, the senate 
adjourned. 7

His Speech'to Be Expunged from 
the Kecord. 


WAITING FOR ADJOURNMENT. 


The Last Days of a Disgraceful 
. Congress. 


Wasuinaton, September 24.—[Special.]— 
Bob Kennedy's speech, in which he denounced 
Senator Quay as a convicted criminal and a 
second Judas Iscariot, was stricken from the 
permanent Congressiona! Record, this morp- 
ing, and the Ohio man was censured by a vote 
of the house. 

The resolution of censure reported from the 
judiciary committee passed the house bya 
vote of 151 to 35. 

However, Bob Kennedy did not retracta 
word he said. He was allowed twenty 
minutes in his own behalf, and_ in 
that time he asserted that the charges 
he had made were true, and he felt 
confident that the country would uphold him. 
Not a single democratic paper had commented 
favorably upon his speech, but hundreds of 
republicans had commended strongly his 
utterances in the memorable speech. He 
had also received thousands of letters from 
republicans all over the country commending 
him for what he had said. 

THK DETAILS OF THE DEBATE. 

Mr. Stewart, of Vermont, ff6m the commit- 

tee on judiciary, reported the following reso- 


lution: 

The house, deeming ita high duty that the ut- 
most courtesy and decorum demanded by pariia- 
mentary law and precedent should. mark the wu- 
tual reiations of the two honses of congress, 
does hereby express’ its disapproval of tlie 
unparliamentary language used by Hon. 
Robert 2. Kennedy, representative from 
the state of Ohio, in his speech delivered on 
the floor of the house on the 3d day of September, 
1890, and published in The Congressional Record 
of September 14, 1800, and considering it inyprac- 
ticable to separate the unparliamentary portions 
of said speech from such parts thereof as may be 
parliamentary ; therefore be it further 

Resolved, That the publie printer be directed to 
exclude from the permanent Congressional 
Record the entire specch of Hon. Robert P. Ken- 
ne dy in the first resolution mentioned. 

» Mr. Kennedy requested to be heard in his 
Own behalf. At first there was a disposition 

Oates, of Alabama, said that while. he con- 
curred in the report, be thought that the gen- 
tleman should be heard, and after Mr. Bou- 
telle declared that it would be an’ outrage to 
deny him the request, Mr. Kennedy was ac- 
corded the floor for twenty minutes. Mr. 
Kennedy said that he had asked the commit- 
tee on judiciary either to let his speech appear 
in the record entire, or to strike it out entire. 
He was willing to stand before the peeple of 
America on that speech, believing that the 
people of this country in their first judgment, 
and in their sober second judgment, would ap- 
rove’ the words he _ had uttered. 
teferring to the portions of the 
speech delivered in Philadelphia last 
night by the speaker, (Reed) in which the 
speaker spoke of the house as being a repre- 
sentative body of the people, he said that he 
knew of no parliamentary body in the land 
that represented the people of the United 
States so f[Wily, so completely and so entirely 
as thé body to which he belonged. If the 
people of the United States were not to be 
heard on this floor, on what floor could they 
be heard? He had heard from the country. 
It had been charged by a few persons that he 
had given aid and comfort to the democratic 
party. What were the indications that he had 
done so? He held in his hand clippings from 
newspapers throughout all America, and-in 
all that list there was not one single demo- 
cratic paper which had approved his speech. 
But there were hundreds and hundreds of 
clippings from republican 
with one or two 
they approved his words. 
held in fis hand letters from every section of 


the lakes to the gulf, endorsing the word, 
letter and spirit of his speech. He was 
willing to stand before the people of the 
country and wait for their endorsement. 

The party.to which he belonged had pledged 
itself in its platform, and during the campaign, 
to perform certain duties and fulfill certain 
promises. One of these pledges, he said, the 
first and greatest pledge, was that the repub- 
lican party would put on the statute books of 
the land alaw for the protection of every 
citizen, high or low, rich or tr, white or 
biack, so that he could go tothe ballot box, 
deposit his vote and haveit counted. It was 
because his party had failed to do that, that 
he had. stood upon this floor and: spoken of 
broken pledges and promises. This house had 

rformed its pledges, and as the speaker said 
in Maine the other day, he redeemed every 
promise to the people. It was not the fault of 
the house that the pledges had not been re- 
deemed, and he had the right to say this here 
and elsewhere. If for that he was to be judged, 
then he was ready to be judged by this assem- 
bly, and by the people of the country. He had 
made speeches on this floor which had tunk 
into The Record as raindrops: sank into the 
ocean and- were lost: forever. But he had.at 
least made one speech on this floor. that the 

ple had heard. The house might blot it 
rom The Record, and sweep it from existence 
but it could net blot it from’ the quickened 
consciences of the 60,000,000 people of Amer- 
ica. 

He then quoted from aspeech delivered by 
Abraham Lincoln, in 1839, in the joint debate 
between him, Josiah Lamborn and Stephen 
A. Douglass, in which he expressed his deyo- 
tion to the cause of the people. He could 
not, he said, rival the words of the great 
emancipator, but, with the single talent God 
had given him, he would stand on this floor, 
or anywhere, defending the rights of the poor, 
down-trodden and oppressed. [Applause in 
the pore He had stood for five years on 
fifty battlefields to testify his devotion to the 
cause of liberty and unity; and for twenty-five 
years since, whenever the opportunity pre- 
sented itself, he had stood in behalf of liberty, 
justice, * equality, a free ballot and a 
fair> count, The other day, when he

Birchall Charged with the Mur’ 
der of Benwell. 3 


The Prisoner Takes Everything 
Calmly. . 


CROWDS ABOUT THE COURT. 


Examination of Witnesses at the 
Post Mortem. a 


Woopstockx, Ont., September 24.—The 
Birchall trial continued this morning, the - 


court opening at 100’clock sharp. The prisoner — = 


had slept well, and was up in time to perform 
his usual careful toilet before being. called -to 
face the judge and jury for the day. He was 
ready and waiting for the deputy sheriff whem 
the latter arrived. It has been reported that =~ 
Birchall is handcuffed on the way to and from’ 
the courtroom, but such is not the case. Heis 
the quietest, most easy-going prisoner any jailer 
ever had to do with, and neither complains 
nor gives trouble in any way. There was the 
usual great crowd at the town hall entrance to 
see him pass, and his appearance was warmly 
criticised by many. Birchall has raised up im 
the community two clearly defined parties— | 
one in his favorand the other against him. 
The latter party are the more numerous, and 
they are having their own way pretty well 
during the presentation of the case for the 
prosecution, but the prisoner’s friends are stal- 
wart and are quite convinced either that he is 
innocent or that it will be impossible to prove

The prisoner's wife and sister-in-law were not | 
resent, Mrs. Birchall being too nervous 
ill to stand the strain of watching the cours 
proceedings. 
STORY OF THE CRIME. 
On the 5th day of February last, Reginald 


‘Birchall and his wife, arenes by Doug- 


lass R. Pelly and Frederick C. Benwell, sailed 
from Liverpool] to New. York. During the voy-" 
age Birchall and his wife told the young men, 
in glowing terms, of their stock farm-in Can- 
ada, lighted by electricity, where the young 
men were to be taken as “student farmers’ 
and taught to till the soil. Benwell had £170 
with him and Pelly had about the same. They 
were to give most of this to Birchall for 
tuition. ' 

The party arrived in New York on Febru- 
ary 14th and remained two days, and then went 
to Buffalo, Early on the morning of February 
17th the party went to Niagara Falls, Ont., 
Birchall and Benwell going early and Mra, 
Birchall and Pelly- by a later train. When 
the two latter arrived there Birchall and Ben- 
well could not be found, but late that night 
Birchall appeared alone. He explained that — 
Beuwell went to Woodstock to look at a farm 
and expected to be gone several days. 

BENWELL'S BODY FOUND. 

On February 21st. last, the body of Benwell 
was found in Princeton swamp with two bal- 
letholesin his head. Suspicion pointed to 
Birchall, and he was arrested, charged with 
committing the murder. When Benwell’s 
body was found and Birchall arrested, Pelly 
and Mrs. Birchali were also taken into custody. 
Pelly told his story and it did Much to unravel 
the mystery. He was discharged, as was Mrs. 
Birchall subsequently, no proof being obtain- 
able connecting her with the crime. Pelly 
stated that he believed Birchall also med**-+=2— 
his murder. He recalled instanceé-Where 
Birchall enticed him to secluded spots along 
the river bank, and believed that Birchall in- 
tended throwing him over the precipice, but 
something always interposed. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

The evidence as to the post mortem examina- 
tion of Benwell occupied the session up to 
recess. Dr. Taylor, the physician who was 
called in to see Benwell’s body when it was 
found in the swamp, was the first witness.. He 
testified that the clothing was frozen to the 

round. In view of the attempt, which the 

efense is expected to make, to prove that the 
body did not lie in the swamp during the storm 
of February 17th, the day when Barnwell was 
killed, Dr. Taylor was minutely examined as 
to the condition of the body. e said he be- 
lieved that when found it had lain less than 
seven daysin the swamp—possibly four. He 
described the wounds and expressed the 
opinion that it was a that they could 
have been self-intlicted. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Taylor and 
Dr. Welford, who followed him, was directed 
towards the theory of suicide. Dr. Taylor be- 
came somewhat confused nnder the cross-ex- 
amination of Mr. Backstock, counsel for the 
defence, who elecited from witness that since 
the event he had been reading upon medical _ 


» conditions with reference to corpses; . that 


witness’ statements of today were much fuller 
than any he had given before. Another 
point brought out in the cross-examination, of 
which the prisoner’s counsel made good use, 
was thatthe shirt on the body did hot indicate 
thatit had lain outin a storm such as pre- 
vailed on the night after. Benwell disap- 
peared. Two or three other minor points 
tended to the advantage of the prisoner. 
4 PELLY ON THE STAND. 

Fifteen witnesses were examined after re- 
cess. One was Pelly, Birchall’s companion 
on the Atlantic voyage, who identified several 
letters put in evidence as having been written 
by Birchall. Another was C. Odea, of 
Toronto, an expert in oe who testi- 
fied that the letters identified by Pellry as 
written by Birchall and the famous letter writ- 
ten to Colonel Benwéli, father of the 
victim in this tragedy, were in 
the same hand, Chief Young, of the Niagara 
police, testifield to the arrest of Bifchall. The 
mah wasin bed when arrested.

A Talk with Editor Martin of The Tri-

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EVERETT DAY. 
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Colonel Everett Delivers a Speech in Which 
He Contrasts the Method of His Nom- 
ination with that of Dr. Felton. 


Crepartown, Ga., September 24.—[Spe- 
cial.]—This has been a greatday in Cedar- 
towh. 

It was called Everett’s day, and it was a big 
success. Although black clouds rolled up 
from the east and threatened momentarily to 
bathe the earth in showers, yet by 8 o’clock 
this morning the people from all over the 
county began to pourin. Some came in bug- 
gies, some in hacks and others “by the wagon 
load, At 9 o’clock the clouds began to carry 
out their threats, and the rain began to fall in 
heayy, continuous showers, but the people 
just kept coming. By 10 o’clock there were a 
thousand voters in tovggy 

THE RAIN POURED DOWN. 

Elaborate preparations had been made 
for the speaking to take place and 
the barbecue to be spread in the 
beautiful grove near the east, and 
west road depot, but the drenching showers 
and ominous clouds made it necessary for the 
crowd to assemblein the courthouse, where it 
was announced speaking would take place at 
11 o’clock. 

Long before that time the large courtroom 
was crowded, and as the room was full the 
speaking began at 10:30 o’clock. 

F. A. Irwin was master of cere- 
monies, 

MR. AKIN SPEAKS, 

He introduced Hon. T. Warren Akin, of 
Bartow, who for an hour and a half handled 
Dr. Felton’s record with gloves off. Mr, 
Akin scored a great many strong points against 
the doctor, and was warmly applauded 
throughout the entire speech. He read from 
numerous interviews held with the doctor 
and scored some good points on 
the question of the soundness of 
the doctor’s democracy. He finished his 
speech amid a perfect storm of applause. 

MR. EVERETT SPEAKS, ~ 

The Hon. W. R. Everett was then intro- 
duced, and made a short, but strong speech. 
He drew a vivid contrast between the way in 
which he was nomigated by the primaries and 
mass meetings, and conventions held in the 
different counties in accordance witn the call 
of the democratic executive committees, and 
the way in which Dr. Felton was nominated 
by a few men who met together in the differ- 
ent counties by the call of no recognized 
democratic authority, and sent delegates to the 
Rome convention.

Ladies’ shawls © 
were raised on umbrellas, handkerchiefs 
were waved and the enthusiasm was intense. 
There must have been 500 hats waved. It was 
a sight long to be remembered. 

‘‘All who are for Felton wave your hats,”’ 
said Mr. Blankenship. 

Only five or six hats were waved. The con- 
trast was'vivid and again the crowd yelled. 
Quite a number of Felton men, doubtless, did 
not wave their hats, but the Everett men had 
the bulge and they enjoyed it greatly. A most

The discussion of the question has 
elicited the fact that many of our most 
prominent lawyers have a decided differ- 
ence of opinion concerning the construc- 
tion of the law.

the city in two capacities. The latter 
construction appears to be the most rea- 
sonable one as far as the intention of 
the law is concerned. Its author, Sena- 
tor Rice, says that it was not his pur- 
pose, in introducing the Dill, to cover 
such points as those involved in Atlanta's 
present municipal campaign, though, of 
course, this would have no bearing on 
the construction of the law. 

Be this as it may, the best way to 
do, if there is any question as to the 
construction of the law, is for the legis- 
lature to settle it. This is the only way 
to arrive at a satisfactory construction of 
the law, and it is the ‘most practical 
method to pursue under the circum- 


etances. 


Levying on a Corpse. 

A curious case has come to light in Chi- 
cazo. 

Frank Denufrio was the son of an Italian 
living in that city. The son was murdered 
by footpads in Pueblo, Cal. 

His body was embalmed by a local under- 
taker and shipped to Chicago, C. O. D., with 
charges of $375. 

The father of the murdered man called a. 
the express office to get the body, when he 
was informed that it would not be given up 
until the full charges, $375, were paid. 

This is practically.a mortgage on the body 
by the Pueblo undertakers. The father 
thought the charges exorbitant and refused 
to pay them. He appealed toa justice for 
relief; but the justice could do nothing for 
him, and he was referred to the commis- 
sioner of health. 

That gentleman said he could do nothing, 
unless the body, by retention in the express 
office, became a nuisance, when he would be 
in duty bound to have it removed. He 
therefore advised the anxious father to ne- 
gotiate with the Pueblo undertakers as his 
only present hope. 

Thisis certainly a queer case. The ex- 
press company admitted that the charges 
amounted to downright robbery, as the body 
was enclosed in a plain casket, and the 
whole work of the undertaker was not worth 
athird of the price charged. 

This C. O. D. business is a great thing in 
its way; but in a case like this, where 
swindling is charged and proven, it seems 
that the law might step in and exert its au- 
thority. 

At any rate, the heartless and swindling 
undertakers of Pueblo might be brought to 
account and punished. It is a ghastly affair 
all around. 


The Republican Conspiracy. 

There is every reason to believe that Mr. 
Blaine is a belated politician. He belongs 
to what is vaguely called ‘tthe old sohool,’’ 
and it isa part of his belief that the de- 
mands of the people should be met in some 
shape or other. Hence his suggestions in 
regard to reciprocity. Observing the clamor 
in the west and northwest against the ob- 
jects and purposes of the McKinley bill, he 
conceived the brilliant idea of dosing each 
section according to its desires—to one the 
protection lotion, to the other the lively free- 
trade pellet. The idea seemed to be a capi- 
tal one, and among a certain class of repub- 
licans there was very loud applause. It was 
hailed as the solution of a great problem, a 
remedy as effective and as salutary as some 
new kind of patent medicine. It has been 
endorsed by a great many republican editors, 
and some have even gone so far as to re- 
mark that Mr. Blaine is the savior of his 
party. 
In spite of all these things, however, the 
most casual observer can perceive that there 
is a hitch somewhere. The reciprocity 
scheme is gradually losing its force and 
effect. Its flabbiness is unmistakable. The 
republican editors, all of a sudden, are very 
tired of it. Even Editor Murat Halstead 
touches vaguely and gingerly on the subject, 
treating it as one of the North American 
offshoots of esoteric Buddhism. The lead-

It runs counter to the revolu- 
tionary policy outlined by Mr. Reed and 
those who go where he beckons. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the republican organs—those 
that are on the inside, so to speak—have of 
late ignored Mr. Blaine altogether. The 
New York Press, an: organ that has been 
subsidized by the appointment of its editor 
as superintendent of the census, makes this 
remark: ‘Prospects seem better every time 
forthe adoption of the McKinley sugar 
schedule by the conference committee.’’ In 
other words, since the republicans have dis- 
covered what Mr. Reed would be at—since 
his conspiracy has been unfolded to them— 
they have dropped Mr. Blaine as if he were 
a hot potato. On top of this, by way of 
emphasis, has come the endorsement of Mr. 
Reed by his constituents, and the endorse- 
ment of his sectional policy by the repub- 
lican conventions of some of the New Eng- 
land states. 

The conspiracy to which we have referred 
is far-reaching, and is not without a lively 
promise of success. Itis the theory of Reed 
and Quay that national contests can be car- 
ried for the republicans by the lavish use of 
money. The problem has been how to pro- 
cure a sufficient sum to have an effect on 
results in different states. The McKinley 
tariff bill, in effect, solves that problem. It 
is in the nature of a contract between the 
republican leaders and the monopolists and 
protected manufacturers. In return for the 
high protection guaranteed in the McKinley 
bill, the monopolists and manufacturers 
have agreed to furnish the republican lead- 
ers with sufficient money for such a corrup- 
tion fund as they may need. 

This, however, is only a part of the con- 
spiracy. It hadits origin in the admission 
of rotten borough states, and in the rules by 
which Reed has assumed all the responsibil- 
ity of legislation. It has shown its reckless- 
ness by unseating democrats who were fairly 
elected to congress without giving them a 
hearing, and it proposes to carry out its revo- 
lutionary purpose to the bitter end. 

Mr. Blaine has many friends and follow- 
ers, but it is not to be supposed that either 
he or they will stand in the way of Mr. Reed, 
If they do, they will be promptly disposed 
of. The baleful star of centralization shines 
brightly, and the people of the north seem to 
regard it with complacence. 


Prosperity in Ireland. 

Since the adeption of the ‘‘plan of cam- 
paign,’’ the tenants in Ireland have been 
gaining ground. The plan of campaign is 
simply a co-operative method of fighting the 
rack-rents. When a tenant is asked to pay 
more rent than is just, he simply refuses to 
pay and fights it in the courts. By them- 
selves the tenants would be too weak to do 
this, but organized they make a very effect- 
ive resistance to extortion. 

Up to 1886, the shipping and the deposits 
and balances of banks steadily decreased, 
but since then they have been steadily gain- 
ing. This year the increase of the total 
deposits and balances in Irish banks is 
$9,000,000 over 1889, and the deposits reach 
the aggregate sum of $165,000,000. For 
some years there has been a steady, though 
slow improvement in the deposits of savings 
banks, The total of savings-bank deposits 
this year is $18,000,000. Shipping since 
1886 has increased from 771,500 to 1,100,- 
000 tons. 

The tenants’ association, in a word, sees 
to be doing for Ireland a work something 
like that which the alliance is doing for the 
farmers of Georgia. There co-operation en- 
ables them successfully to fight extortion in 
rent; here it enables them to get out of 
debt and sell their cotton at a time of their 
own choosing. The power of organization 
is being invoked in favor of the toilers and 
the oppressed the world over, and there is 
no power like it. Co-operation, in one form 
or another, has been growing on the world 
very rapidly for the last half century. In 
manufacturing industry, in merchandise and 
in transportation it first began operations, 
and now its great work has begun in agri- 
culture. 


The Cat Hospital. 

The New York papers announce that the 
association for the prevention of cruelty to 
cats has decided to establish an asylum for 
aged and indigent felines. Negotiations 
for a site at the end of the cable line near 
Harlem river have been rudely broken off 
by the present occupants of the premises, an 
Irish laborer and his wife. 

‘*Drat him and their cats,’’ said Mrs. Pas- 
earillo with vigor. ‘‘A lady named Mrs. 
Edwards called here last week and wanted’ 
to put cats onthe ground floor, but I re- 
fused, as I would not live in the house with 
them.”’ 

No doubt the humane ladies of New York 
think it very rude of Mrs. Pascarillo to re- 
fuse to move up stairs in order to make 
room for the aged and indigent cats, Be it 
ever so humble, there’s no place like home, 
especially to cats. Of all animals, they are 
the most devoted to their homes, and it is 
heartless to refuse them. What matters it 
that Mrs. Pascarillo, good soul, is already in 
possession of the premises? What is the 
comfort of one woman compared with the 
happiness of a hundred cats? These poor 
creatures have no home but the streets, they 
have not where to lay their heads, nor a rug 
‘whereon to stretch before the fire. Winter 
is coming on, and the indications are that it 
will be a season of unusual severity; and yet 
these poor cats have nothing but their fur 
and their agility to keep them warm. It is 
too bad, entirely too bad, but we fear Mrs, 
Pascarillo will not yield one jot or tittle of 
her rights, and the worst of it is, there is no 
law to make her do s0. 

But in this emergency, practical sugges- 
tions are more tothe point than sympathy 
or regrets. The aged and indigent cats can- 
not warm themselves with sympathy and 
they cannot dine on regrets. With a view 
to solid comfort for the felines, we respect- 
fully suggest that the humane ladies with- 
draw their demands upon Mrs. Pascarillo to 
move up stairs, and that in lieu of sucha 
proceeding they move the cats up stairs. 
Each lady of the society for the prevention 
of cruelty to cats has, no doubt, an attic in 
her own house, and there half a hundred 
cats might be safely domiciled. Apertures 
might be cut through the roof so that the 
aged and indigent felines could go out under 
the broad canopy of heaven to say their 
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cat would go upward, 
_cries of the good cats go. But this isa small

matter; the comfort of the cats is the first | claim, 


consideration. 

Now that the movement has begun, it 
ought to be broad and comprehensive 
enough totake in all classes of cats, not only 
the aged and indigent, but the young and 
uawary. It has been well said that it ts 
much easier to save the young than to re- 
form the old; therefore let fhe work begin 
with the cat in the days of his youth. The 
excesses of youth are drafts upon old age, 
and the more wild oatsare sown by the 
younger generation of cats, the more indi- 
gent cats there will be by and by. There- 
fore let a white cross society be established 
‘at once for the benefit of erring Tom cats, 
and let every manner of good influence be 
thrown around their homes to keep them 
from wandering about the streets at night. 
Among such inflnences the shotgun and the 
torpedo are very effective, but the details 
will be e@sy enough after the movement is 
fairly organized. 

But before undertaking so large a reform 
in the feline world, it might be well for these 
humane ladies to look around at the human 
beings in the slums. Let them think of the 
thousands of poor women and girls who live 
by the needle, oppressed by the sweating 


process or by the grinding process of compe- — 


tition, which falls like a millstone upon the 
poor seamstresses and working girls. Poverty 
is driving thousands of them to something 
worse than poverty, toa life worse than death. 
There are good women at work for these, 
thank God, and for these the heart of the 
world is being moved.

elty to cats, but cruelty to human beings. 


A Blow at the Pinkertons. 

If a movement which is now on foot in 
New York among the best people of the 
state is successful, the recent strike on the 
New York Central road will have had at 
least one good result. 

This movement is nothing less than an 
effort to secure the passage of an act by the 
legislature to prevent the employment in 
future of any Pinkerton men by any person 
or persons, or by any corporation. 

This petition may be thought by many to 
be subvervise of the rights and liberties of 
individuals and corporations, but when it is 
remembered that Pinkerton’s men played a 
bloody part in the recent strike there, and 
that, wherever they appear,scenes of riot and 
bloodshed constantly occur, it will be seen 
that it is in the interest of the public peace 
to put them down. 

In this petition it is contended that the 
police force of the cities of New York is 
equal to any emergency, and that if they 
should fail in quelling riots at any time, the 
state has a well organized military to fall 
back upon, and Pinkerton’s men are not 
needed.

Watch Your Bank Books. 
From The New York Star. 

‘‘You have no idea,” said Francis S. Turner, & 
lawyer down town, “of the vast amount of money 
deposited in the savings banksin this city which 
will probably never be withdrawn from the banks, 
The money is due depositors and the banks would 
readily pay it over should the original depositor, 
orany one who has inherited it and wlo can 
prove his identity as the heir of the de- 
positor, appear to claim it. These accounts 
have remained with the banks. through 
various causes. Most of them, of course, 
were opened years ago and the origina) depositor 
is dead, and his heirs have no idea that there is 
any money tohis creditin any of the savings 
banks. Very often a savings bank depositor keeps 
the fact that he has any money deposited in the 
bank a close secret, and not even the members of 
his own family know where his savings, if he has 
any, are kept. When he dies, uniess the bank 
book is found, the secret dies with 
him. The banks, of course, do not 
claim the money, and the interest account 
is written up as regularly as if the depositor 
were a regular visitor to the bank. The deposit 
draws interest on the interest accumulated, and 
even at the low rate paid by the banks it does not 
tuke many years for the account to reach large 
dimensions, 

“There are hundreds of accounts of this kind 
on the books of the banks. I know this, because 
not long ago I knew of an investigation being 
made. A client went to his lawyer and said he 
had reason to believe that his father, who had 
been dead several years, had left money in the 
Bleecker Street Savings Bank. Tae lawyer made 
an investigation, and found that his client’s father 
had an account there. It was opened away back 
in 1830. Four years afterward he eviceatly in- 
tended to close it, for he drew out all the money 
Geposited except $10. Ths $19 had been there 
since 1834, and had never been touched. Tie 
claimant proved his identity, and the bank paid 
over the money. How much do you suppose it 
was? Four hundred and sixty-six dollars. The 
$356 was the interest which had accumulated 
since 1834,”

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A MORMON’S DENIAL 


Of the Charge that Plural Marriage Is Still 
Celebrated in Utah. 

Satt Lakr, Utah, September 24.—The fol- 
lowing manifesto will be published here to- 
Morrow : 

To Whom It May Concern: Press dispatches 
having been sent from here, which have becn 
widely published for po {sical purposes, to the 
effect thatthe Utah commission, in their recent 
report to the secretary of the interior, allege that. 
plural marriages are still being solemnized, and 
that forty or more marriages have been contracted 
in Utah since June or July, and that in public dis- 
courses leaders of the church have taught, en- 
couraged and urged a continuance of polygamy, 
I, therefore, as president of the ahurel of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, do hereby, in the 
most solemn manner, declare that the charges are 
false. Weare not teaching polygamy or plural 
marriages, nor permiting any person to enter its 
practice, and I deny that either forty or any other 
number of plural marriages have, during that 
period, been solemnized in our temples or any 
other place in the territury. One case has been 
reported in which the parties allege that 
a marriage was performed in the 
endowment house in Salt Lake City In 1889: 
But I lave not been able to learn who performed 
the ceremony. Whatever was done in this matter 
was without my knowledge. 

In consequence of this alleged occurrence, the 
endowment house was taken down without delay. 
Inasmuch as laws have been enacted forbidding 
plural imarriages, which laws have been pro- 
nounced constitutional by the court of last resort, 
I do hereby declare my intention to submit to 
those laws and use all my influence with the 
— over which I preside,to have them do like- 
wise. 

There is nothing in my teaching tothe church, 
during the time epecified, which can reasonably 
be construed to inculcate or er polyRamy, 
and when any elder of the church has used lan- 
guage which appeared to convey such teachings, 
he has been promptly reproved, andI now pub- 
licly declare that my adviceto the Latter Day 
Saints istorefrain from contracting any mar- 
riage forbidden by the law of the land.

A Summary of the Work Accomplished by 
the National Commission and the 
Local Directory Combined. 


— 


Cuicaao, September 24.—Since the close of 
the second session of the national commission 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition, the 
question in everybodys mind is, ‘‘what has 
been accomplished?’? A summary of the 
work accomplished by the national commis- 
sion and local directory combined, is therefore, 
of interest atjthis time. The act of congress de- 
fining the duties of the national commission 
and of the directorate of the corporation 
known as the ‘‘World’s Columban Exposi- 
tion” laid on the latter a dual duty, namely, 
the providing of asite and raising a fund of 
$10,000,008. The supervisory duty was en- 
trusted to the national commission to see that 
the site selected was adequate to the purpose 
of the exposition, and that the fund raised was 
bonafide and available. 

First, other duties, namely, that relating to 
the site has been absolutely accomplished, and 
the second, is as far advanced as unavoidable 
delays of legislation would permit. The site 
tendered by the local directory and accepted 
by the national committee is such as no expo- 
sition ever possessed. The park system of 
Chicago cromprises nearly 3,000 acres, distrib- 
uted in various sections of the city, north, 
west and south. Of these parks, the local 
directors have had the choice of 1,300 acres of 
the west side, and 1,000 onthe south side, 
The latter has been chosen for reasons which 
commend themselves to every one familiar 
with the topography of Chicago. 

SOMETHING ABOUT SOUTH PARK. 

Easier of access from the city than either 
North and West parks, South park was de- 
cidedly the favorite from the moment when it 
became a question of choice. Landscape gar- 
dening had been carried out to a greater degree 
of perfection in that portion of the park system 
thanin any other. Grgat advantages, being ad- 
jacent to the lake, was the further considera- 
tion which impelled the directors to this choice. 
But, greater than all, was the fact that the 
railway service connecting this park with the 
outside country was capable of almostim- 
measureable development, and that the 
greatest of all difficulties, in an undertakin 
of this kind, congestion of the crowds, coul 
best be avoided by the selection of the South 
park system. Henco, the selection was made, 
the national commission approved of — the 
choice, and the exposition of 1893 with be heid 
in South park. 

It has been erroneously stated that the site 
chosen is a divided one; that half of the ex- 
position would be held in one part of the city 
and the other half relegated to a distant sec- 
tion, to which access was difficult. This idea 
gained ground from the introduction into the 
site problem of the question of that part of the 
South park system known as Lake Front 
park. This lake front, although reserved as a 
park, is nota park intthe sense understood in 
Chicago, and is not under the jurisdiction of 
the park board. It is a strip of land, about 
thirty-five acres in extent, running along the 
lake shore from Monroe street to Twelfth 
street. For years it has been the subject of 
litigation between the state, city and Lilinois 
Central railway, which litigation is yet to be 
settled by the supreme court of the United 
States. 

THE LAKE FRONT NOT LARGE ENOUGH, 

The latest decision given in this matter vests 
the title of this strip of land in the city and it 
has generally come to be regarded as public 
ground. 

Owing to a wrongidea of the magnitude of 
the oxposition many people in this city jumped 
to the conclusion that the lake front was just 
the place to hold the exposition. At one end 
of the Lake Front park is a big exposition 
building, where annual. interstate expositions 
are held. Further north of this is a vacant 
piece of land, and apparently: the vast empty 
space south of the Exposition building naturs 
ally suggested the park as the location of the 
great international exhibit of 1893. 

An agitation from the compulsory use of 
this ground was started and found inconsidera- 
ble support. It was claimed that if the lake 
front was too small, it would be an easy mat- 
ter to reclaim a few hundred acres from the 
lake, either by filling or piling, and an ordi- 
nance providing for the use of at least 150 
acres was passed by the city council. 

This was the status of the site question when 
the national commission met in July, and 
Jackson park, along with the lake front, 
were offered and accepted. But scarcely had 
the commission adjourned thanit was found 
that the lake front was unavailable; that is 
to say anything beyond the already existing 
lands there. This necessitated an 
increased site at Jackson park, which was ob- 
tained by the grant of Midway Plaisance, and 
later by the offer of Washington park. This 
leaves the site question finally settled in this 
manner. 


IT IS ALL ONE PARK. 

Jackson park, Midway Plaisance and Wash- 
ington park are practically one park, divided 
only in name, and covering together 1,000 
acres, which will hold the great exposition. 

At the lake front a grand gateway, leading 
tothe terminus of the railways which will 
carry the people to the fair will be erected. 
At this gateway will be a substantial building, 
where minor exhibits may be located. But 
for all practical purposes the exposition will 
be located in one block at South park. 

It now only remains for the city of Chicago 
to go through the formality of voting in aid of 
the exposition the $7,000,000 of bonds pledged. 
This will be done atan election already or- 
dered to be held in November. The president 
of the United States will then be notified by 
the commissioner that every requirement of 
law has been fully carried out, and by Christ- 
mas an Official proclamation inviting the na- 
tions of the world totake partinthe exposi- 
tion will have been promulgated. It is a 
matter for congratulation that in sessions ex- 
tending over fifteen days, the entire adminis- 
trative machinery has been setin motion, 
without as much as a murmur of complaint 
from any quarter. For this result,undoubtedly. 
President Palmer is largely responsible, aided 
by Secretary Dickinson, not a word of censure 
having greeted the scores of appointments 
which he has been called upon to maka, In 
his task President Palmer has had the as- 
sistance of Secretary Dickinson, of Texas, who, 
though one of the youngest members of the 
comtmistion, has shown an executive ability, . 
such as older heads might envy. 

SELECTION OF A DIRECTOR GENERAL. 

The choice of a director general was one on 
which the question of authority between the 
commission and local directory was most 
severely tried. But in this, asin other matters, 
the good solid sense of President Palmer and 
the Epiemac of Secretary Dickinson stood in 
good shen, Having learned _before- 
hand that the choice of the Chicago 
people was almost unanimous in favor of Col- 
onei Georgé R. Davis, and having further as- 
certained that Co!onel Davis was acceptable 
with a majority of the commissioners, it was 
ruggested as a graceful compliment to the 
local board that that body select the director 


generai, and the national commission would-| 


approve of the choice. With complete har- 
mony secured between the national commis- 
sion and local directory by the choice of Di- 
rector General Davis, as satisfactory to. both 
parties, pit pn now points to a stirring pe- 
riod of active work durifig the next two years.

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CARNIVOROUS, 
Head the List of Big Meat- 
| Eaters. 
From The Times-Democrat. 

The American people have for years prided 
themselves on being the biggest meat con- 
sumers of the nations of the earth. Before we 
had ever been thought of, or had thought of 
ourselves as a nations John Bull was, by uni- 
versal admission, the beef eater par excellence 
of the world, and for half a century after the 
date that he and Brother Jonathan turned 
their faces from each other John’s meat 
consuming record remained unchallenged. 
But of more recent years this“ country 
achieved such an unprecedented degree of 
material well-being that American citizens 
have not only caught up with their trans- 
Atlantic cousins, but have passed them in the 
quality and amount of the comforts of life 
which they have been able to afford them- 
selves. It has been recognized for twenty 
years or so that the American people have 
consumed more animal food than the English, 
citizen for citizen, although the precise 
amount dis dof by either nation has not, 
save at a wide approximation, been known. 

Now, however, we know the precise extent 
of our carnivorous indulgence, as wellas that 
of England and of other European nations; 
and we have the satisfaction of knowing that 
we are easily at the head of the list. Our con- 
sumption of meat annually during the last ten 
years has been at the rate of 120 yee per 
annum forevery man, woman and child in 
the country; or, in other words, every 
person in the United States has consumed one- 
third of a pound of meat per day. Consider- 
ing the millions of youngsters and of female 
folks, who feed fhostly on lollipops and pie, 
and what Midshipman Easy used to designate 
‘*flapdoodle.’’ this daily sewdaes of animal 
food among the remainder means nolittle ma- 
terial for assimilation into brawn and muscle. 

The Britisher, for all his immemorial repu- 
tation as a beef-eater, does not reach this level 
by considerable odds. The average Britisher 
consumes but 105 pounds of meat per annum, 
which is a full-124 per cent below the Ameri- 
can average, although it stands well above 
German and French and Scandinavian and 
Italian and Spanish records, and far above the 
forty-eight pounds per capita of Russia—the 
smallest consumption among the big European 
nations. But our satisfaction at knowing that 
we are ahead of all other nations of Euro 
in our consumption of meat must 
dashed a little by the reflection that we 
aro ourselves outstripped, far away outstripped, 
in our carnivorous accomplishments. Mr. H. 
A. Hayter, the government statist of Victoria, 
Australia, from -whose carefully compiled 
statistics the intelligence given above has been 
drawn, shows that whilethe average Russian 
consumes his forty-eight{pounds of meat in the 
year, the Englishman his 105 pounds, and the 
American his 120 pounds, the average Aus- 
tralian gets away with his 270 pounds—more 
than twice as much as the average American. 

It seems at first blush almost incredible that 
every pen woman and child in Australia 
should be ablegto eat three quarters of a pound 
of meat every day; but those who know that 
meat is the saiadioal part of the Australian's 
food, and that servants in that country, when 
themselves, atipulate for meat 
rations at every oné of the three stated daily 
meals, will have little trouble in understand- 
ing how the extraordinary looking 
result is arrived at. Had the 
Australian meat consumption been 
somewhat more in the vicinity of the Ameri- 
can, the amount consumed might have been 
regarded as a measure of the spending power 
of the nations. As itis, it will be regarded 
more as a criterion of their carnivorous incli- 
nations. 

The interest in connection with the subject 
wili be as to the effect of the consumption on 
the mortality statistics of the consumers.

Young Men Anxious for Promotion May 
Apply. 

There will be an examination in Atlanta on 
October 2d, of applicants for the departmenta! 
service at Washington. Persons who, in addi- 
tion to ordinary clerical qualifications, possess 
a knowledge of stenography and typewriting 
are urged to attend. Nearly all those of both 
sexes who have passed in both subjects have 
been appointed, and there is an increased de- 
mani. 

The entrance grades are usually $900, $1,000 
and$i,2c0. The examination in stenography 

- Consists of exercises in dictation, and at least 
eighty-five wordsa minute must be written 
correctly. In typewriting, a speed of twenty- 
five words a minute is required.

He has been Hartford, Connecticut, 
during the tj he was prosecuting his 
work, Al when he returned 
to Atlant he brought with him 
the first complete model of his apparatus. 

The great feature of the invéntion is that by 
asingle winding up, which operation con- 
sumes but two minutes, and which is accom- 
plished by very slight exertion, the motor 
will runa sewing machine constantly for two 
hours and a half, and for four hours of average 
sewing. 

THE POWER RESTORER 
is a series of foursprings, four,arge cog wheels 
about a foot in diameter and two sinall cog 
wheels connecting the driving shaft with the 
four large cogs which form {between them two 
drums in whichthe springs are placed. That 
is all there is to it. 

The secret isin the disposition of the four 
springs—which may be increased in number if 
desired to increase the length of running time 
or power—in these two cylinders or drums. 

A neat case covers the apparatus, which is 
easily movable from one place to another. 

There are no ratchets abq@ut the machine, 
and by means of a brake the power and speed 
are easily controlled at will. 

All the springs are wound up at once by 
means of a crank at the side ef the case, and 
this is so easily and quickly done that a child 
can do it with very little exertion. The motor 
will remain at a standstill when stopped with- 
out the aid of a catch or ratchet of any kind. 

EXHIBITED YESTERDAY. 

Mr. Adams, in the presence of a number of 
gentlemen, gave the first public exhibition of 
his invention yesterday. 

The exhibition was given in a room in the 
building occupied by Arnold, Carlton & Mce- 
Cord, on East Alabama street. 

An ordinary No. 9 Wheeler & Wilson sew- 
ing inachine was used for the test. Afcer the 
apparatus was wound up just half way in three 

uarters of a minute by actual time, Mr, 
dams set the machine in motion. 

He ran the motor ata high rate of speed, 
checking it at will by simply pressing the 
treadle, which was attached to the brake, with 
his foot, sewing through two thicknesses of 
dress goods at first, then doubling a piece of 
new drilling under the needle. 

For nearly two hours the test lasted, and all 
the gentlemen, among whom were several 
part owners in the invention, were highly 
pleased. 

The machine, as geared for the exhibition 
yesterday, was capable of sewing 36,000 stitches 
with one winding of the motor. The _— 
is very compact, and encased in a neat box. 

Another exhibition will be given this after- 
noon. 

THE OWNERS OF THE PATENT. 

Mr. Adains has already disposed of one-half 
of his invention, and has declined many large 
offers for the other interest. 

A few days ago, Mr. William A. Barnard and 
Colonel Walker, of New York, came to 
Atlanta and closed a deal with 
Mr. Adams fora partinterest in the appli- 
ance. 

Besides these gentlemena number of At- 
lanta men are interested in the patent. J 
are Messrs. Charles H. Arnold and J. . 
P. Carlton, of Arnold, Carlton & McCord; 
John F. Stocks, John Neal and Colonel Pope, 
who, with the New Yorkers, own half the 
machine, Mr. Adams retaining the balance. 

The invention will be put upon the market 
at once. A large stock company will be organ- 

‘ized and the apparatus as applied to all sorts of 
machinety manufactured. 

A testis soon to be made with the motor at- 
tached to a street carin New York, where the 
machinery is being built. It has already been 
successfully tested with time pieces, as with 
sewing machines. 

MR. J. A. ADAMS, THE INVENTOR, 
isan Atlanta man. He has been living here 
for ten years past, being.a Texan by birth. 

Mr. Adams is a young man, but already has 
made inventions of great value, especially to 
the south. 

Two of his inventions are now in practical 
operation in Atlanta—a shuck hackler and an 
excelsior machine. 

When Mr. Adams invented his shuck-hack- 
ling machine he went into the mattress busi- 
ness, selling out tothe Southern Spring Bed 
Company. By his invention the price of 
shucks was reduced frem $100 per ton to $50, 
and finally to $35 per ton. 

Mr. Adams was the first to make excelsior 
out of Georgia yellow pine, with the machine 
he invented. his alone opened up a big in- 
dustry for the south. He also has a patent 
sewing machine feed, which he exhibited at 
yesterday’s test.

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MILES UNDER WATER. 


A HALF HOUR'S STROLL ON THE 


FLOOR OF THE OCEAN 


GVhere Fierce Predatory Fishes Roam, and 
Torchlight Processions Go On Night 
and Day—Weird Sights. 


From The Washington Star. 

What isit like at the bottom of the sea—in 
the unfathomed depths, that is to say, five 
miles below the surface of the ocean ? 

If you mean toask what is the aspect of 
things on the ccean floor, so far down, it is 
only possible to reply that there is none. 
The darkness of that watery abyss is as the 
blackest of ink, no ray of sunlight, even 
when the dayisat its brightest, piercing the 
aqueous gloom from above. 

Even were there a light you could hardly 
make 2n observation, inasmuch as the pressure 
of the superincumbent weight of water is at 
least three tons to the. square inch, and would 
erush your body like an egg shell into a shape- 


less mass. 

Bat suppose, just for fun, that you were able 
to descent five miles to the ocean bottom at its 
greatest depth, and survey your surroundings 
with the aid of some brilliant artificial light. 

To begin with, you gaze with curiosity upon 
the ground beneath your feet. You find that 
it is composed of a grayish mixture of minute 
ghelisand mud. The shells are those of little 
anima's called rhizopeds, which live near the 
surface, and, dying, sink to the bottom, thus 
paving with their small tenements of lime the 
ocean floor. Everywhere this floor is found 
composed of the same shelly material, stretch- 
ing for mile after mile in every direction 
whichever way you walk. The surface pre- 
sents the same sort of irregularities that mark 
ary land, Here will be hills, there valleys, 
and perhaps you will come across a great level 
plain, like a western prairie, But the like- 
ness to terrestrial landscape ends with the 
geographical contour, 

AN INTERMINABLE DESERT. 

What most impresses you about this strange 
scene is its frightful desolation. It is a desert 
of interminable extent, where nothing grows. 
Not a blade or sprout of any sort of vogeta- 
tion is to be discovered, for the simple reason 
that there is no sunlight to support vegetable 
“fe. Over the endless expanse of plain, hill 
and valley your eye wanders fruitlessly in 
gearcl: of tree, shrub or even seaweed. There 
ig nothing save the grayish shelly ooze. 

Most dreadful of allis the silence of the 
depths, absolute and unbroken by sound of 
anv sort. Thereis not even the sound of the 
.. Within five miles of ink-black ocean 
above youthereis noteventhe murmur ofa 
Wavelet to cheer your awful solitude. 

And yet you are notalone. The great 
fishes that haunt the lowest abysses of the 
ocean, ferocious and predatory beyond all 
other fshes because they are obliged to de- 
pend wholly upon each other for food in the 
absence of vegetation, come fearlessly to 

ze at you with enormous goggling eyes 
characteristic of the fishes of the depths. 
They have never seenman and are not 
afraid of you. You are rather in luck if 
seme of them donot attempt toeat you up. 
For instance, here comes a fish recently 
made known to science as the “black swallow- 

frequently accustomed to devour 
even twelve times as big as 
itself, literally climbing over its victim, first 
With one jaw and then with the other. Vory 
often this extraordinary glutton of the deep 
dies of indigestion in consequence of such a 
meal. Now and then there looms up before 
your alfr:ighted vision the form of some vast 
monster with which human knowledge has no 
acquaintance because its habitat is in the inky 
s far down out of cbservation’s reach and 
too big to be caught and drawn to the 
surface by the dredges of H. M. 8S. Challenger. 
r all auy one can ‘tell the ichthyosaurus 
and other gigantic creatures antediluvian 
may haunt these fathomless realms of 
BLACK AND UNCANRY. ; 
One unpleasant thing about the fish is that 


they are 2!] black. Every one of them is of the 


saine inky hue, with fierce Jaws and enormous 
eyes that stare at you greedily. Some are ecl- 
like—for instance, a kind of shark that you 
would imagine was a big eel, which exisis only 
in these depths. There are plenty of actual 
ec's, too. In fact, the wateris a-swarm with 
life so constituted as to be able to withstand 
the extraordinary conditions. In order that 
they shall be able to live comfortably undera 
pressure of three tons per square inch these 
fish are made with skeletons s0_ soft 
and deficientsin lime that you can thrust 
anecdic easily through the bones, and the 
tissue of which their flesh is composed is loose 
and pulpy. Under the pressure to which they 
are ordinarily subjected they are as firm and 
compact of body as any surface fishes. But 
when taken out of the water with a deep-sea 
dredge or otherwise, being suddenly relieved 
of the pressure, they are very apt ‘to literally 
burst and fly all to pieces before they can be 
examined. The fishermen of Madeira catch a 
fish called the ‘‘cherne”’ that swims 1,200 feet 
below the surface of the sea. When one is 
caught and pulled into the boat its eyes stick 
out of its head like a lobster and it is almost 
dead, if not quite. 
METHODS OF ILLUMINATION. 

One of the most interesting thingsJyou take 
notice of in walking about the ocean’s floor, is 
the method of artificial lighting employed by 
very many of the fishes. You see whole 
torchligit processions go by, each fish actually 
carrying a torch of its own, which serves the 
dcuble porpose of lighting its path and at- 
tracting its prey. The new invention of il- 
luminous bait was an idea applied by the 60- 
called angler fishes of the deep sea ages ago. 

Here is a picture of an angler fish which has 
regular torch for a back fin. The bulb at 
the-end has a phosphorescent luminosity, and 
the extremities of the little waving branches 
are likewise luminous. So the fish ought to 
be able to see its way very well, while it looks 
out for the victims its light is expected to at- 
tract. Other fishes have bright phosplior- 
escent disks on top of their heads for the same 
purposes, and even rows of luminous spots 
slong their sides. One fish has a remarkable 
feature, that its jaws are several times as long 
45 its head, the cranium being situated in the 

mt part of the upper jaw. It swims by 
Wriggling its long, eei-like tail. 

The ouly color that relieves the gray monot- 
ony of the ocean bottom at this great dopth is 
Supplied by shrimp-like crustacea of some 
size, some bright scarlet and others orange 
yellow. There are quantities of spiny sea 
urchins of innumerable varieties and here and 
thers groups of sea lilies. But these hiies, 
though they look like grayish flowers on 
Stems, are of an animal and not of a vegeta- 
bie nature.

THE STOCK MARKET.

The Pay on the Floor of the Now York Stock 
. Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 24.—The stock market 
today opened with quite a little boom in those 
stocks which have led the market of late, and in 
which the short interestis believed to be larger 
tlran usual. The demand of late has. come princi- 
pally from the shorts, and when that demand 
slacked off today activity ceased and prices 
dropped. The market still retains its almost pro- 
fessional character, and when those operations 
ecase dullness and stagnation take possession of 
the market just as they did sometime ago before 
the extreme stringency in money occurred. The 
street is again awaiting developments, but it is be- 
lieved that the full effects of the late stringency 
have not as yet all been seen. Liquidation of long 
accounts, however, for the present seems to have 
taken a backset, and pressure to sell short stocks 
has given piace to a deaire to cover, to which the 
strength of the past two days is to be mainly at- 
tributed. The same stocks which have lately 
dowinated trading in the stock market were again 
prominent today, but activity inthem was on a 
much smaller scale than during the past days of 
this week, whilea firm to strong tone marked 
tradins in them in the place of the decided weak- 
ness which they so lately displayed. In the after- 
noon duliness and stagnation became intense. A 
rumor that the tariff bill would be called up in 
congress today was the occasion of the stimula- 
tion of trading in Sugar Refineries at higher 

ces, and that stock was again the most promi- 
nent feature in an otherwise barren market. It 
opened 1 per cent higher at 80 and rose 2 per cent 
further, but reacted partially late in the day, 
though it left off at a material gain over its last 
night’s price. St. Paul was active, but fluctuated 
within narrow limits, while North American dis- 
played more than the usual strength, and with 
Sugar is alone in ending at a material gain.
